H ie railroads have received 44 “rules” de­ 
mand* from the leaders of the operating 
unions, representing engineers, firemen, 
conductors, trainm en and switchmen. 
They say they are seeking only changes in 
w orking conditions—n o t a wage increase. 


More Money For Less Work 


But what kind of rules are being 
asked for? Twenty-eight of them 
would compel railroads to pay mort 
money for the same, or less work; 
7 would require additional and 
unnecessary men to do the same 
work; the rest would bring about 
changes in operating practices at 
increased cost. 


For Instance: 


The Union leaders demand additional train 
and engine crews on Diesel-powered trains 
—one full crew for every power unit in the 
locomotive. A freight train hauled by a 
4-unit Diesel would have to carry 4 engi­ 
neers, 4 firemen, 4 conductors, and at least 
8 brakemen, or a total of 20 men instead 
ol 5. 


"Made Work'9-Sheer Waste 


The Union leaders demand that full-length 
freight trains be cut to about half their 
length, even though such trains are most 
ellicient for low-cost service to you. This 
rule would call for twice as many locomo­ 
tives, would double the number of trains, 
and make accidents more likely. 
Additional equipment, yards, and other 
facilities required to take care of these 
short trains would cost hundreds of mil­ 
lions. What the Union leaders really want 
is to make more jobs. 
The Union leaders demand that when a 
crew rn one class of service perform inci­ 
dental service of another class, they will 
be paid not less than a day’s pay for each 
class, even though all service is performed 


as a part of the same day’s work. The crew 
would get at least two days' pay for one day's 
work. 


The Union leaders demand that the 


present basic day for passenger conductors 
and trainmen be reduced from 150 to IOO 
miles, which would have the effect of in­ 
creasing their pay 50%. Such a run often 
takes only two or three hours! 


You Can’t Afford This Waste 


Demands like these are against the 
interests of the whole American 
people, who depend on railroad 
service for nearly everything they 
eat, wear and use. 


These rules would c o st a b il l io n d o l l a r s 
annually—a gigantic waste which neither 
the railroads nor the country can afford. 
Railroad workers are good citizens and 
good employes, with pride in their call­ 
ing. Their record during the war was out­ 
standing. We do not believe they fully 
understand the ^featherbed” rules which 
the Union leaders are demanding. We do 
not believe they understand the harmful 
results which these rules would have to 
the railroad industry, to the millions of 
men and women dependent on railroads 
for their livelihood, and to the shipping 
and consuming public. 


The great strength of America is in 
production s n honest day’s work 
for an honest clay’s pay. 


For only through greater production can 
we hope to stop the steady upward surge 
of living costs. 


Surely, if ever there was a time in 
our history when we needed to 
work, not waste, this is it.

But too many of us wait until 
late rn life to do something about it, and then we 
fin d taking off that excels poundage is not so easy 
from a health standpoint. 
To many people an overweight person is a source 
of am : em»nt or even ridicule, but overweight may 
actually be a serious menace to health.

For over­

is better than cure. 
Although there are cases where glandular or other 
condition* cause overweight, in mast cases people are 
fat because they eat too much. 
They eat because 
they enjoy eating and to them the word “diet” has all 
* i e connotations of starvation. 
Intelligent dieting 
does not mean starvation. 
It does mean the sub­ 
s ’, tution of non-fattening fruits, vegetables and meats 
for fattening starches, sugars and fats. 
But, no one should start dieting without first

A complete physical exanuna- 
t. »n will determine whether the overweight has been 
accompanied by any disca *e of the heart, kidneys or

Th* doctor can help the overweight 
jv r> rn plan a diet on which he can reduce gradually 
and .ately, with adequate nourishm ent provided. 
lr h important that along with any reducing diet 
/ - Hid co a well-regulated regime of exercise to make 
flabby muscles .solid and firm. 
That is* often neglect­ 
ed by those who take it upon them selves to prescribe 
their own diet.

HARK yarns are a dune a do/ra 
and 
many 
are exaggerated. 
Hut there are many authen­ 
tic reports of individuals who 
were bitten or chased by these crea­ 
tures that tile Ganger cannot be 
minimized. During hostilities, when 
sea survival was a problem, the haz­ 
ard had a great ellect on the mor­ 
ale of our men. 
Sailors lune been attacked and 
human tissues are recovered oc­ 
casionally from captured sharks. On 
the other hand, some persons lune 
mistaken porpoises or rays for the 
man eaters. Porpoises are harmless 
and the ray is sate unless stepped 
upon. Sharks rarely bite unless hun­ 
gry but their curiosity makes them 
prone to investigate any large, lloat- 
inii body. They may swim close to a 
boat or even nudge its skies but 
this does not constitute an attack, 
even tho it makes a good story. 
Sight 
and 
smell 
are

by 
sharks to locate food. Their favor­ 
ite edibles are fish. squids, crabs and 
shellfish. 
.Si la I low waters are pre­ 
ferred for dining and consequently, 
align Men near the shore, they ale 
likely to be hungry.

During the war. considerable re­ 
search was earned out in an at­ 
tempt to perfect a repellent which 
could be applied to the skin or cloth­ 
ing of man. H ie idea was to produce 
a substance tfiat the fish would find 
distasteful causing it to swim away. 
One “shark chaser” seemed to meet 
the requirements and is now avail­ 
able. It is prepared in a cake. Uke 
soap and can be swished back and 
forth in tlw water; on spreading, the 
chemical literally envelops the in­ 
dividual 
iii ap rotective area thru 
which the fish has no desire to 
penetrate. 
The product has not been used bv 
enough persons to determine wheth­ 
er it is successful. But In experi­ 
mental work it proved effective. Two 
tubs of bait were prepared; one was 
sprinkled with the deterrent and 
tile other was not. The contain­ 
ers were taken out into infested 
waters Some of tile plain food was 
.shoveled out and the sharks ate 
with relish. 
When the other batch 
was offered, they left immediately 
and would not go within 20 yards of 
toe bait. The results were conclusive. 


Tile average bather might 
not 
have tune to remove this material 
from his belt if he saw a shark 
coming. Hut it might be helpful tor 
men working in Infested waters or 
awaiting rescue at sea Since the for­ 
mula produces an inky, cloudy area. 
those who are floating about must 
watch it carefully and slay within 
its boundaries. 
There are many other defense 
measures which are valuable in such 
an emergncy. By keeping a sharp 
lookout, the presence of sharks can 
often be detected. They are attracted 
by light, white cloth, frenzied or ir­ 
regular movements, fresh and dead 
fish. offal, and blood. 
By avoiding 
such factors, the chances of en­ 
countering tiw monsters will be les­ 
sened. Dangling of hands or feet 
winle fishing from a raft or boat is 
also contra indicated. Fighting 
or 
bulging a shark Is better than swim­ 
ming frantically toward shore, es- 
fiecially if the distance is great.
